The Advance Research Proj- 
ects Agency ahnouneed in 
Washington this afternoon that 
tracking reports from Discov- 
erer II indicated that recovery 
of the capsule was not now 
feasible and would not be at- 
tempted. 

The Discoverer was launched 
from this base yesterday. 

Timing Went Wrong. 

Roy Johnson, director of 
ARPA, said that something 
went wrong with the timing 
apparatus of the vehicle. and, 
as a result, recovery was not 
possible. His announcement 
added: 

“It is, however, feasible to 
conduct a test of the separa- 
tion components: and possibly 
of the functioning of the retro- 
rocket and parachute. A ‘fail- 
safe’ program has been placed 
in the vehicle to separate it 
automatically, during the sev- 
enteenth pass at approximately 
7 p.m. (Eastern Standard time) 
today. Lf separation is success- 
ful descent of the capsule will 
occur north of the effective 
range of the recovery force. 

“Tracking, stations in Alaska 
will seek t@® monitor the se- 
quence of these events. The 
second stage, less the ejected 
capsule, will remain in orbit. 
This stage contains a beacon 
and may be further tracked. 

“The Air Force ballistic mis- 
sile division in California re- 
ports that preliminary tele- 
metry data indicate that a ma- 
jority of the primary objec- 
tives of this Discoverer shot 
were well achieved. These in- 
clude launching’ techniques, 
propulsion, communications, or- 
bital characteristics and orbital 
stability.” 

The capsule. was described 
as a miniature of the type that 
may someday be used to para- 
chute men back from space 
stations. 

Across the nation at Cape 
Canaveral, Fla., the Air Force 
tried unsuccessfully yesterday 
to put three satellites into or- 
bit from a single launching ve- 
hicle, Vanguard III. 

Rocket Brezks Apart. 

Thée Vanguard broke apart 
three minutes after blastoff. 
Authorities said the first stage 
performed well, boosting the 
rocket to a height of 38 miles 
in a little over two minutes.

BILLIS OFFERED

NEW YORK, April i4 (UPT) 
-—The United Steelworkers of 
America last night proposed a 
steel price freeze with wage 
inereases based on productivi- 
ty, as a non-inflationary con- 
tract settlement. 


Union president David J. 
McDonald made the proposals 
in a letter to 12 steel com- 
panies. The lettér, drafted at 
a meeting of thé union’s 33- 
man executive board, was read 
at a televised press conference. 

The letter called for negotia- 
tions to start May 4 instead of 
May 18 as scheduled so there 
would be “ample opportunity 
to explore jointly the many 
matters which must be dis- 
cussed before a collective bar- 
gaining agreement can be 
reached.” 

Current three-year contracts 
for the nation’s 500,000 basic 
steel workers expire June 30. 


No Comment by Firms. 

There was no immediate 
comment from the 12 basic 
steel companies involved. Last 
Friday they proposed that the 
union forego a wage demand 
this year and extend the pres- 
ent contract to 1960 as a means 
of combatting inflation, unem- 
ployment and foreigr competi- 
tion. McDonald rejécted that 
proposal as‘a “publicity stunt.”

was infinitely more. He was a 
liberal in his championship of 
individual rights and opportu- 
nity, but he was also the very 
symbol of informed and re- 
sponsible conservatism in ev- 
erything affecting the nation’s 
economy,” he said. 

Mr. Eisenhower, who defeat- 
ed Taft for the Republican pres- 
idential nomination in 1952, 
said his onetime political foe 
later became a “vital link” in 
the President’s relations with 
Congress in the early days of 
his administration. 

As Senate Republican leader, 
he said, Taft always stood 
| ready to share his “vast knowl- 
|edge of government .. . his 
|'wisdom and experience” when 
| it was needed most. 

“Beyond all this, he gave to 
me and to my associates in the 
cabinet, the priceless gift of 
‘friendship,” the President said. 
“For all this, I am humbly, 
eternally grateful.” 

Taft died of cancer in 1953. 

Former President Herbert 
Hoover, Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon, Speaker Sam Ray- 
burn and a number of others 
also spoke at the dedication 
ceremonies. 

Hoover praised Taft as a man 
of “magnificent courage and 
devotion” who took on the task 
of saving the nation from “cor- 
rosive poisons” spread by both 
Russia and “irresponsible in- 
tellectualism.” 

He said Taft, who became 
“Mr. Republican” to friend and 
foe alike, was a “bulwark... 
of intellectual and moral in- 
tegrity ... against those forces 
of reaction that would tear the 
United States into sects and 
cults of warring theorists.” 

Representative B. Carroll 
Reece of Tennessee, president 
of the foundation which erected 
the tower of Tennessee marble 
in memory of the Senator, said 
Taft “measured up in every 
respect to the three infallible 
signs of greatness—generosity 
in design, humanity in execu- 
tion, and humility in success.” 

“He will be judged by his- 
torians to have been the 
noblest American of his time,” 
said Reece.

visual flight regulations planes 
must fly above cloud forma- 
tions and that in such cases the 
pilot assumes the responsibil- 
ity for maintaining separation 
from other aircraft. 

“As in the case of our pro- 
test on the C-130 incident, we 
rejected any altitude limita- 
tions on our right to fly in the 
corridors and requested the 
Soviets to insure against a re- 
currence of such harassments 
of our planes in violation of 
corridor regulations and in 
disregard of flight safety.” 

Both planes were harassed 
because they were flying at 
altitudes above 10,000 feet in 
the 20-mile-wide air corridors 
leading from West Germany to 
West Berlin, 110 miles inside 
East German territory. 

C-130 Flies at 20,000. 

The first plane buzzed was a 
C-130. which usually flies at an 
altitude of 20,000 feet or more. 
The second one was a C-97 
which usually flies at 10,000 to 
15,000 feet. 

In an oral protest following 
the April 3 incident, the So- 
viet representative at the Ber- 
lin Air Safety Center repeated 
his claim there.is a 10,000-foot 
ceiling on all allied flights to 
and from’ West Berlin, the Bonn 
spokesman said. 

The American spokesman 
said the C-97, preparing to fly 
from West Berlin to Rhein- 
Main airfield just outside 
Frankfurt, filed a “‘visual flight 
rule” plan with the Berlin Air 
Safety Center. Such flight 
plans contain no mention of 
planned flight altitude. 

In the March 27 incident the

The report brought praise 
from the Democratic majority 
on the joint committee which 
has pushed for work on gas- 
cooled reactors. Britain has 
done considerable development 
work in this field.

(Dem.-New Mexico), chairman 
of the committee, and Repre- 
sentative Chet Holifield (Dem.- 
California), chairman of a sub- 
committee 6n legislation which 
conducted today’s hearing, both 
told a reporter they wanted to 
commend McCone’s decision. 

Anderson said it appeared 
that AEC now was willing to 
proceed with the first gas- 
cooled plant on a bigger basis 
than McCone originally had in- 
dicated when in testimony in 
February.

LAS VEGAS, Nev., Apr. 14 
~The Federal Aviation Agen- 
cy expects to steer. a middle 
course in placing all aircraft 
under positive control, FAA 
Administrator Elwood R. Que- 
sada said today at the Jet-Age 
Conference of the World Con- 
gress of Flight. 

Noting that some groups sup- 
port positive controi — requir- 
ing filing of flight plans and 
adhering closely to these plans 
—Quesada said it. was obvious 


that military and commercial 
planes, especially the new jets, 
are “sophisticated airplanes” 
and probably need positive 
control. 

At the other extreme, he 
said, are the flying farmers 
who use light planes in local- 
ized areas; There would be no 
advantage to have them under 
positive control at any time, 
he added. 

Reallocation of Space. 

Quesada said the agency is 
in the final stage of preparing 
for publication of its recom- 
mendations for reallocating air 
space for military and commer- 
cial aircraft. One thing is defi- 
nite, he said, the Air Co-ordi- 
nating Committee will be elim- 
inated ag the agency having 
final authority over the re- 
allocation. 

Another primary project of 
FAA, he said was changing 
the method of air control from 
the manual control used for 
years to the use of automatic 
equipment to make more ef- 
fective the use of air space 
and to alleviate present con- 
ditions. 

If midair collisions and near- 
misses are to be eliminated 
it is mandatory that automatic 
air control equipment be de- 


veloped, the Congress was told | be 


yesterday. 

Gen. Curtis E. Lemay, Air 
Force vice chief of staff, said 
limitations imposed by out- 
moded air traffic control sys- 
tems and visual sighting of 
other planes by pilots will keep 
the nation’s jet air potential 
from expanding as rapidly as 
possible. He urged develop- 
ment of airborne devices to 
warn pilots of other aircraft 
in the vicinity. 


Also needed, he said, is 
equipment to keep pilots from 
getting into near-miss situa- 
tions in the first place; means 
of making aircraft visible from 
much greater distances at both 
day and night, and equipment 
generally which will afford the 
pilot of a plane the time needed 
to make a decision and to act 
effectively. 

System Inadequate. 

Gen. Lemay said that if all 
air traffic were to try to fly 
under positive air control meas- 
ures at present, only one quar- 
ter of the flights would get off 
the ground because the system 
can’t handle the volume. As 
an emergency measure, he said, 
28 air defense radar installa- 
tions are being used to help 
control air traffic.

Ousted Cab Union Head Takes 
Fight to NLRB, 

CHICAGO, April 14 (AP)— 
An ousted president of a Chi- 
cago taxicab drivers union took 
his revolt movement against 
Joseph (Joey) Glimco to the 
National Labor Relations Board 
yesterday. 


Unfair labor practice charges 
were filed by Dominic Abata 
against the Checker and Yel- 
low Cab companies and the 
Taxicab Drivers, Maintenance 
and Gerage Helpers Union, Lo- 
eal 777 of the Teamsters union. 

Abata, who said he was pres- 
ident of Local 777 until Glimco 
forced him out of office in 
1952 and took over the post 
himself, charges that the com- 
panies refused to hire him as 
a driver. 

Glimco caused the refusal, 
Abata charged, because of 
Abata’s activities, which in- 
cluded a movement to oust 
“corrupt officials of Local 777 
and to recover union assets im- 
properly diverted” by officers. 

Glimco was accused in Sen- 
ate Rackets Committee hear- 
ings of using Local 777 funds 
to defend himself against eon- 
spiracy charges which resulted 
from his activities in the Chi- 
cago poultry market.

WASHINGTON, April 14 
(UPI)—A Florida judge told a 
jury today he sought help from 
Thurman A. Whiteside, Miami 
lawyer, on behalf of a Na- 
tional Airlines subsidiary’s ap- 
plication for a television outlet 
in Miami. 


Circuit Judge 
Robert H. Anderson testified 
at the conspiracy trial of White- 
side and former Federal Com- 
munications, Commissioner 
Richard A..

Anderson testified that 
before he went on the bench 
he had been associated with a 
law firm which represented 
National Airlines. He said he 


asked Whiteside to associate 


himself with the TV case. 

There were numerous objec- 
tions by defense attorneys 
Nicholas J. Chase, who repre- 
sents Mack, and Arthur J. Hil- 
land, representing. Whiteside. 
United States District Judge 
Burnita S. Matthews sustained 
some and overruled others. 

Offered to Aid Without Fee. 

Gazing at the ceiling, Ander- 
son testified that his recollec- 
tion of the conversation with 
Whiteside was not too good. 
He said Whiteside told him he 
would be glad to help on the 
case without a fee. 

“‘We more or less let it go at 
that,” Anderson said. 

“My recollection is that I 
told Whiteside that some pres- 
sure was being put on Mack to 
get him te voté’for another 
applicant. At that time it was 
not known whether Mack was 
going to sit in the case. I sug- 
gested that he (Whiteside) find 
out if Mack was going to sit.” 

Anderson said he had known 
Mack and Whiteside were close 
friends. Later he testified to a 
“very vague recollection” of a 
second conversation with 
Whiteside after he became a 
judge. 

At that time, he said, White- 
side told him he was with- 
drawing from the case. He said 
he told Whiteside that as a 
judge he could no longer jin- 
terest himself in the situation 
and that Whiteside should con- 
tact Anderson’s former law 
partner, Paul H.‘Scott. 

Anderson was the first wit- 
ness in the case, which began 
last week with selection of a 
jury. 

The Government charges that 
when Mack was an FCC mem- 
ber he voted to grant TV Chan- 
nel 10 in Miami to Public 
Service Television, Inc., in re- 
turn for “money and other 
things of value’”’ from White- 
side. 

Public Service Television, a 
National Airlines subsidiary, 
got the award by a 4-2 vote 
over three other applicants in 
1957. 

Justice Department prosecu- 
tor J. Frank Cunningham out- 
lined the charges yesterday in 
a 25-minute opening statement. 
He charged that Whiteside tel- 
ephoned Mack and saw him 
personally at different times 
when he “repeatedly” asked 
the commissioner to vote for 
Public Service Television. 

Paying Money to Mack. 

All during this period, ac- 
cording to the Government, 
Whiteside was paying money 
to Mack or getting him income 
from two insurance companies 
in which Whiteside owned 
stock. 

Defense counsel Arthur J. 
Hilland, Whiteside’s attorney, 
denied everything in a detailed 
reply. He pictured Whiteside 
as periodically giving a finan- 
cia] lift to Mack, a childhood 
friend who had been less suc- 
cessful than himself as a 
money-maker. 

He spoke of Whiteside as 
“a generous, kind man,” whose 
character as a benefactor to 
many persons in financial dis- 
tress would be shown by nu- 
merous witnesses. 

Hilland called Mack ‘‘an hon- 
orable and honest man,”’ whose 
conduct on the FCC was “free 
of self interest and improper 
influence and .. . bias and dis- 
honesty.” 

He added that there was and 
is no law or regulation pro- 
hibiting a contact like White- 
side’s with Mack. 

Hilland said Whiteside talked 
with Mack about Channel 10 
but never asked for his vote. 
Later, he said, : Whiteside 
“withdrew his. retommenda- 
tions.”

Reason for collapse of the 
three-way merger, they said, 
was the relative financial 
strength of the D. & H. after 
the recession—an ordeal that 
plunged the two others into the 
red. In 1958 the D. & H. earned 
$2,636,230 while the Erie was 
losing $3,668,879 and _ the 
Lackawanna $3,934,319. 

When the talks were started 
in September 1956, they said, 
the common stocks of the three 
railroads were in the same gen- 
eral price range. Since then, 
they added, this relationship— 
which formed the basis for the 
talks—has been thrown out of 
kilter.

fine’s conversation from an ad- 
joining hotel room: Baron 
Shackelette, former chief in- 
vestigator for the House Com- 
mittee, and several metropoli- 
tan policemen,

The M. F. A, represents more 
than 155,000 farm families. It 
is an organization of farmers, 
representing them individually 
and collectively, and at the 
same time is an organization 
of farmer co-vperatives. 

Basically, the co-operative is 
an association of producers and 
consumers for purposes of joint 
purchasing and joint mar- 
keting. 

The Missouri organization of 
farmers is one of the largest 
of its kind in the country and 
is believed to be the most di- 
versified. 

Diversity Cited. 


On the score of diversifica- 
tion, it may be noted that the 
M.F.A. owns and operates grain 
and livestock commission com- 
panies, feed mills and fertilizer 
plants, a mutual insurance com- 
pany, seed division, tire di- 
vision, and more than 250 ele- 
vators and exchanges. 

Furthermore, it owns an oil 
company, a printing plant and 
a breeding farm, farm supply 
warehouses and a _ wholesale 
grocery company. There is 
scarcely any field of service to 
the farmer in which the as- 
sociation is not represented. 

It has definite points of view 
in the jungle of agricultural 
controversy and in the current 
lexicon of farm politics and 
economics these views can be 
fairly described as liberal. 

Chief spokesman of the 
M.F.A. is Fred V. Heinkel, a 

‘tall, gray-haired and soft-spok- 
en but forthright man ig his 
early 60s. From a clean desk in 
a corner of the association’s 
two-story brick headquarters 
building here he has been di- 
recting its affairs as president 
since 1940. For four years be- 
fore that he was vice president. 


Still Operates Farm, 

When he speaks for the farm- 
er, as he often does, he speaks 
as a farmer, for he still oper- 
ates the farm his father started 
many years ago near Roberts- 
ville in Franklin county, south- 
west of St. Louis. 

The concern of the nation 
for the farmer, he says, should 
begin with a primary concern 
for the family-sizéd farm. This 
he sees as the backbone of the 
country and he wo reverse 
the current tide of migration 
to the cities by bringing more 
benefits of the cities out to the 
farm. 


“We have stepped up pro- 
duction more in the last 20 
years than we did in the pre- 
vious 100 years,” he says, “‘and 
now it is up to all of us to 
see that the farmer, who is re- 
sponsible for this gain in pro- 
duction, gets more of the bene- 
fits of it.” 


Where in other days the 
“smarter” boys of the farm 
family went to the city and 
took a job, nowadays, Heinke! 
feels, it is the smarter ones 
who can stay on the farm and 
make a financial go of it. 

“He has to be good in many 
lines,” Heinkel says. “The ‘soil 
and its use, finance, mechanics, 
livestock, marketing, chemicals, 
—there’s no end of the areas 
- which he must be a special-

Hard Question; Simple Reply. 


On the question of commo- 
dity surpluses, such ’*as those 
of wheat and corn, a question 
of monumental proportions, 
Heinkel can come to starkly 
simple terms in a_ hurry: 
“There is no food surplus so 
long as one person is hun- 
gry. Our surpluses should be 
stored in the stomachs of hun- 
gry people.” 

He developed the subject in 
the following terms: 

“What should be tlie policy 
of the Federal Government in 
regard to agricultural sur- 
pluses? In a Christian nation 
it should not be necessary to 
make food scarce and people 
hungry in order to obtain de- 
cent returns to farmers for 
their services. 

“Most industries limit pro- 


sition to the federal crop control and price support pro- 
grams, the Missouri Farmers Association is standing firm 
in support of them until something better comes along.

The M.F.A. membership as- 
serted its belief in federal sup- 
ports in a resolution adopted 
in general convention last Au- 
gust.

M.F°A. Starte@ in 1914. 

The M.F.A. was started in 
1914 by the late William Hirth. 
He promoted its objectives— 
co-operative buying and selling, 
to raise the level of farm fam- 
ily living—through his publica- 
tion, The Missouri Farmer. In 
the beginning, the organization 
was based on farm clubs and 
the statewide organization of 
them began in 1917. 

The objectives remain the 

same, but realization of them} 
has come about through differ- 
ent and more complex means 
with the advances of agricul- 
tural economics and technology. 
The Missouri Farmer, a 
monthly magazine, is still pub- 
lished, and in each issue Hein- 
kel has something to say in a 
column called “The President 
Speaks.” 
In the March number, he 
fired at Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Ezra Taft Benson as fol- 
lows: 

“What farmers need is not 
so much more representation in 
Congress, not so much new 
farm legislation, as it is a new 
farm Secretary. 

“They need a man in that 
powerful office who will use 
his authority to.bring about 
immediate improvement in the 
prices of farm products. The 
legislative attempts of Con- 
gress during the past several 
years have been primarily de- 
signed to force the Secretary 
of Agriculture to properly use 
these programs already in ef- 
fect.” 


Heinkel summed up his 
views on farm legislation: 


“The M.F.A.’s purpose is to 
strive for a standard of living 
for farmers comparable to that 
of the rest of the economy, 
both by legislative action and 
through co-operative endeavor. 
We favor legislation which 
under the circumstances will 
allow farmers to come closest 
to that goal.

Talked With Eisenhower. 


Attorney General William 
Rogers and former presidential 
assistant Arthur Larson have 
been talking with Nixon about 
this for several years. The Vice 
President, in turn, recently dis- 
cussed the proposal with acting 
Secretary of State Christian A. 
Herter, and with the President, 
who knew and approved of the 
Vice President's decision to dis- 
cuss the matter publicly last 
night. 


It was emphasized here that | 
the Vice President was not 
talking about trying to apply 
the principle of compulsory ar- 
bitration to the imterpretation 
of past treaties and interna- 
tional agreements. | 

He was, instead, proposing a 
procedure for “future” agree- 
ments so that each agreement 
could be considered on its own 
merits. For example, if the 
forthcoming talks with the Big 
Four Foreign Ministers should 
reach a new agreement on Ber- 
lin, or Germany, or atomic test- 
ing, that agreement, under the 
Nixon proposal, would contain 
a clause stating two things: 


1. That any disputes which 
may arise as to the interpre- 
tation of the agreement 
should be submitted to the 
World Court; and 


2. That the nations signing 
the agreement should be 
bound by the interpretation 
of the World Court in such 
cases. 


Opposition to Idea. 

The proposal was put for- 
ward in this way for several 
reasons. For example, there is 
still considerable opposition on 
the Republican right and in 
the Democratic South to any 
move that might, even in re- 
mote cases, extend the author- 
ity of the World Court to mat- 
ters some people regard as 
wholly within the domestic 
jurisdiction of the United 
States. 

The Administration would 


would have placed further limi- 
tations on the jurisdiction of 
the United Nations and its as- 
sociated organizations. While 
the supporters of the Bricker 
amendment have been weak- 
ened in recent elections, the 
State and Justice Departments 
do not want to get involved in 
another fight on this issue. 


To Seek ‘Modification.’ 


Before the end of this week, 
the State Department will send 
to the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee its ideas of how the 
Connally amendment should be 
“modified,” but there is some 
doubt whether any modification 
will take place in this session 
of the Congress. 

The Administration is more 
hopeful about winning accept- 
ance for the more specific idea 
of letting the World Court de- 
cide disputes arising out of the 
interpretation of “future” 
agreements with the Soviet 
Union and other nations. 

This would enable the Con- 
gress to look at one case at a 
time. It would foree the ex- 
ecutive to draft future interna-

They not only agree on the

ats they've met, any informa- 
tion about the river that may be 
of value, passing bits of personal 
gossip, what their wife wants, 
how happy the kid was to get a 
bicycle for his birthday, or what 
the baby said, etc. — 


Of course they're under a nerv- 
ous strain: it isn’t easy to handle 
those big tows under all sorts of 
conditions; and.one pilot on each 
boat is also the captain with 
added cares and responsibilities 
and piles of paper work to do. 


Some of them have stomach 
trouble, but two river pilots are 
never happier than when they're 
talkipg to each other on the radio, 
comparing notes about. their 
ulcers: 

_ “Is that the way it is with 
you, cap?” 

“Yea, yea, and the doctor said 
to me—” 

“Well, cap, I'll tell you what 

I’ve found is good.” 


Instead of having collisions, 
they agree on how they're going 
to pass, and happily talk about 
their ulcers. 

Of course at sea there’s fre- 
quently a language barrier. But 
it seems that some sort of simple 
code could be devised so men of 
any nationality could discuss a 
simple passing situation—and not 
do anything so dadblamed simple 
as to run smack-dab into each 
other.

The Geneva conference on nuclear tests,

about the whole business is that it proceeds 
like a ritual from which the meaning Has 
been drained. Failure to agree pn the terms 
of a suspension of tests has come to be re- 
garded almost with equanimity, as if ere 
just part. of the scheme of things. 


Yet the monthly reports on fallout from 
previous tests beyond recall remind us with 
incessant urgency that this, failure to agree 
really is something to be concerned about— 
in Russia, in Europe, in Asia, in America. New 
figures for January show that in St. Louis 
the strontium-90 content of milk came with- 
in an eyelash of last August’s high. That 
high is still well below what is thought to be 
the permissible level. But it is small comfort 
to keep telling ourselves this if future nu- 
clear tests are to add to the volume of radio- 
activity already in the atmosphere. 


The American and British delegations at 
Geneva have put forward a half-loaf plan for 
an immediate agreement to end surface ex- 
plosions, leaving to future negotiation the 
problems of underground and outer space 
testing. Certainly such an agreement would; 
be better than nothing. But how much bet- 
ter would it be than what already exists? 


Without any formal treaty at all, the nu- 
clear powers have observed a de facto suspen- 
sion of surface tests since early last Decem- 
ber, and judging by past performance the 
resumption of tests by either side would be 
detected and proclaimed by the other. A 
treaty formalizing this situation would be use- 
ful, but it would hardly be a tremendous 
achievement. 


Back at the Pentagon, meanwhile, the mili- 
tary planners are studying the newest big 
bang—an 80-megaton hydrogen bomb. A 
weapon of that magnitude would have 4000 
times the destructive power of the one that 
leveled Hiroshima, a city of 343,000. Just 
where the military planners plan to drop it 
is not apparent. But one thing grows increeas- 
ingly clear, as Marquis Childs reports—the 
destructiveness of nuclear warfare would be 
so vast that the resort to such a war becomes 
increasingly unthinkable. 


How to instill into the Geneva negotiations a 
sense of urgency equal to their importance? 
Perhaps Geneva must wait on the outcome 
of this summer’s summit negotiations. Per- 
haps only a great act of statesmanship by a 
world leader can break the circle. Mean- 
while the Senate could help by adopting the 
Humphrey resolution, the text of which we re- 
print under the cartoon, in support of the 
Geneva negotiations. It may be that Geneva 
will never come to anything until every nation 
solves the problem of a snlit personality 
under which it seeks nucle7r disarmament 
and furiously builds up nuclear armaments 
at the same time. 


Glad Day 


The Jefferson birthday ceremony—started 
years ago at the Old Courthouse by the late 
Luther Ely Smith—was a happy occasion. 
Down the little mall that reaches to the east, 
pink blossoms decorated a double line of trees. 
Along the riverfront, powerful bulldozers 
placed the new earth that is giving the me- 
morial site its grades and lines for the de- 
velopment of the Saarinen plan. In the thin 
April sun, snoring shipping moved upstream 
against the Mississippi’s swollen current. 

A wreath was placed at the statue of the 
third President who bought Louisiana Terri- 
tory and sent Lewis and Clark out to explore 
it. Former Mayor Dickmann, now white- 
haired, recalled the small meeting 25 years 
ago when the dream of a memorial park was 
first described. He told, too, of the setbacks, 
the disappointments and the long delays— 
and of the persistence of the believers. 


In June, work will begin on the relocation © 


of the railroads and the long postponed 
removal of the elevated tracks. Then the 
riverfront memorial to the western pioneers 
who pushed on from St. Louis into the wilder- 
ness at last will be under way. 


Ace Will Be Served 


Youth will be served, said the poet many 
years ago. He was right, but he might also 
have added that age makes its claims from 
time to time and they will not be denied 
either. 


Three venerated sitting members of Con- 
gress all have hung up records of one kind 
or another for long service. Back in 1951 
Speaker Sam Rayburn of Texas broke the 
125-year-record of Henry Clay of ‘Tennessee 
of 3057 days in the Speaker's chair. Since 
then “Mr. Sam,” now 77 years old, and in the 
House since 1913, has added five years more 
of service as presiding officer of the House. 


Senator Carl Hayden of Arizona has been 
in Congress ever since his state came into the 
Union in 1912. He was in the House for 
some 14 years and then in 1927 entered the 
Senate to which he has been re-elected five 
times.’ Now president pro tempore of the 
Senate and one of the silent powers in Con- 
gress, Senator Hayden has served approxi- 
mately 47 years and that is a longer span 
than that of anyone else in the history of 
Congress. 


And at 91 plus, Senator Theodore F. Green 
of Rhode Island, a member of the important 
Foreign Relations Committee and until re- 
cently its chairman, is serving at a more 
advanced age than anyone prior to him in 
Congress. 


Over in the federal judiciary a notable rec- 
ord also has just been set. Eighty-seven-year- 
old Judge Learned Hand, on the United States 
Court of Appeals for New York, Connecticut 
and Vermont, has started a second 50 years 
on the federal bench. William Howard Taft 
appointed Judge Hand to the district court in 
1909 and Calvin Coolidge elevated him to the 
appellate bench in 1924. He retired from 
regular assignment in 1951 but has continued 
to sit as needed and now has handed down 
some 2000 decisions. 

Last Friday Chief Justice Earl Warren and 
two Associate Justices of the Supreme Court, 
Felix Frankfurter and John Marshall Harlan, 
journeyed from Washington to New York to 
join in the tribute of the nation’s bench and

Spring-time happens to be a season of 
boundless exuberance, especially for amateur 
gardeners; and exuberance, alas, leads to 
even harder falls than pride does. The non- 
green-thumb gardener blithely ignores his 
faulty pigmentation as he succumbs to poetic 
descriptions of new shrubs, trees, flowers and 
sure-fire lawn seed. He forgets the lesson of 
years of experience: that he is a great one 
for planting, but a poor one for watering, 
fertilizing, mulching, cultivating, weed-pulling 
and pest-fighting. He is sure once again that 
he need only cast a handful of seeds on the 
wind and stick a few shrubs into the ground 
to assure himself of. verdue and flora more 
lush than the gardens of Babylon. 


This year some kind souls in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture seem determined to 
spare him the usual disappointment. They 
have compiled a list of warnings, a catalogue 
of gardeners’ mistakes and a tabulation of 
“don'ts” which ought to induce the wildest 
enthusiast to confine himself to enjoying the 
pretty flower pictures in the advertisements 
instead of attempting to reproduce them in 
his yard. Yet if he insists, let him follow the 
warnings not to expect flowers where weeds 
will not grow, not to scatter seeds without 
preparing a seedbed, and so on, and so on. 
The Government experts know that few hu- 
mans are up to the sustained labor which 
brings a garden into glorious bloom. In the 
spirit of the welfare state, they would save 
us from the fall that follows unrestrained 
exuberance. 


Sop in Georgia - 

Georgia politicians, foreseeing a United 
States Supreme Court test that would over- 
throw their state’s county-unit system of 
primary elections, are thinking of making 
some changes that might enable that archaic 
monstrosity to scrape by. Under the system 
a certain number of units are allotted to each 
county—too many for the rural, too few for 
the urban—and all the units are cast the way 
the majority votes. A vote in the least popu- 
lous county thus counts for as much in state 
primaries as 155 votes in the most populous, 
Fulton (Atlanta). 


Gov. Ernest Vandiver and Senators Richard 
B. Russell and Herman E. Talmadge are all 
indorsing a proposal to give the urban areas 
of Georgia a greater voice. But it is a Fabian 
tactic, intended to fend off a cleanup with a 
sop. The county unit system of counting 
votes is undemotratic and it enables the most 
backward, least educated, most unprogres- 
sive areas to determine Georgia’s government 
and Georgia’s position in the Nation. 

What is needed is to throw the unit system 
on the refuse heap of history where it be- 
longs, and we trust the thus-far y-disfran- 
chised voters of Georgia will settle for no less.

America Slumbers, a Briton Finds 


Government Scarcely Functions but Economy Does; an Awakening Is Sensed

Probably no powerful country in 
history has had quite so dead a gov- 
ernment as the United States has 
today. it is not just a matter of the 
infirmities of its two principal fig- 
ures — President Eisenhower and 
John Foster Dulles. Apart from the 
decrepitude of the one and the ill- 
ness of the other, the Government 
itself is scarcely operative. 


The regime they so fittingly sym- 
bolize is over and done with, even 
though, notionally, 
it must linger on 
for nearly two 
years. 

This does not 
mean, of course, 
that the Eisen- 
hower regime as 
such is unpopu- 
lar. Most experts 
agree that if their poor meandering 
old President were to submit him- 
self for election again (which he 
won't and constitutionally can’t), he 
would have a good chance of being 
re-elected. 

In other words, the benign and 
platitudineus immobilism which he 
represents is congenial to many 
Americans. Consciously or subcon- 
sciously, they are aware of forces 
making for disruption and change, 
which they want to disregard. Like 
a man in a cold hath, their impulse 
is to keep perfectly still. 


I watched Eisenhower on television 
just before Macmillan’s arrival. He 
looked like some kindly Church 
Elder reading out a sermon in so 
benevolent and unemphatic a manner 
that even references to the wrath of 
God and the Day of Judgment lost 
their sting.

The State 
Agriculture and Horticulture 
Commission classifies three va- 
rieties of morning glories as 
noxious. It’s illegal to sell seed 
of these varieties. 
| Now the commission propos- 
es to extend the bar to all 
species of morning glories. 

“The noxious ones,” said 
State Entomologist W. T. Men- 
denhall, “choke out cotton and 
make picking difficult.

It was not to be. Robert BE. Lee was the best 
general on the field on those three hot July morn- 


in earlier engagements. Longstreet’s morning at- 
didn’t start until the sun was over Cumber- 
Gap. Pickett’s heroes trotted across a mile 
open fields to where the Union men waited be- 
hind low stone walls to kill them. Jeb Stuart's 
cavalry couldn’t be found. 


It was not to be. Today, except for automobiles and 
television antennae, Gettysburg looks as it did in 1863. 
The Western Maryland Railroad station is as it was that 
November, when the melancholy man in the stove pipe 
hat stepped down to dedicate the new national cemetery. 
He wrote his simple speech “Four score and seven years 
ago” in a second floor bedroom on the square and attended 
services in the Presbyterian Church at Baltimore and High. 


A few days ago, a newer President sat in his farm, 
two miles southwest, and wrote a foreign policy speech to 
be delivered at Gettysburg College. He, too, attended serv- 
ices at the same church, sitting three pews behind where 
Lincoln asked for help. . 

In the woods near Culp’s Hill, a stone monument at 

the bottom of the glen is dedicated to a Maryland regiment 
that stormed the heights for the South. At the top of the 
hill, a monument is dedicated to the Maryland regiment 
that fought for the North and repulsed the attack. Proud- 
est of all were the men of North Carolina. One out of 
every four who fell on this battlefield for the South came 
from that state. 
i; Still, it was the last of the battles between gentlemen. 
A Southern officer, spotting a wounded Union general, 
talked to him and, learning that the Northern officer's 
wife was a nurse somewhere on the field, went to fetch her 
so that she could bind her husband's wounds. 


Both forces had sharpshooters inside the town, but 
killed only one civilian. She was Jenny Wade, 20. Her 
older sister was pregnant. Jenny remained in the house 
with her, and was kneading dough. A bullet splintered 
through two doors.to find her. . 

There are 2000 monuments on the fields, each one 
telling which unit of what state fought that piece of 
ground. Across a mile of meadow grass, Gen. Lee sits on his 
bronze horse, facing Meade on the little heights. At the 
Bloody Angle, a little hummock of trees is enclosed by an 
fron fence. This was the high-water mark of the Con- 
federacy. 

Here, the Southerners broke through the lines and a 
general stood on a fieldstone wall and said: “Give them the 
cold steel, boys.” He died there. They did, too. Off to 
the left is where Union Gen. Dan Sickles lost a leg, and 
rode around the battlefield on the shattered remnant. 


Among the statues on these fields is an acci- 
dent of history. The bronzes come from many 
sculptors in many states. The generals are all on 
horseback. Long ago, Editor Paul Roy of the 
Gettysburg Times noticed that the statues of gen- 
erals who lived through this battle have horses 
with all four hooves down. Every general who was 
wounded has a horse with éne hoof lifted. Gen- 
erals who died here have horses with two hooves 
lifted. 


At the foot of Culp’s Hill is a vagrant stream called 
Spangler’s Spring. After the second day of battle, when 
the sun was down, soldiers of the blue and the gray filled 
their canteens. The weary men eyed each other, but no 
one drew a gun, none uttered a mean word. 

The words in bronze on the North Carolina monument 
eould be said for all the men who fought here: “To the 
eternal glory of the North Carolina soldiers, who on this 
battlefield displayed heroism unsurpassed, sacrificing all 
in support of their cause, their valorous deeds will be 
enshrined in the hearts of men long after these transient 
memorials have crumbled into dust.. .” 

There was enough glory here for all. And enough 
heartache too...

Actually, it was the contract 
John Butterfield. and his New 
York associates made with the 
Post Office Department that 
made possible 
weekly mail service to 
from California. When Butter- 
field guaranteed to deliver the 
mai] between St. Louis and 
San Francisco in 25 days or 
less, he was awarded a $600,000 
annual Post Office subsidy. 

The discovery of gold 
brought a virtual flood of set- 
tlers. to California, and before 
long the people of the newly 
admitted state demanded faster 
and cheaper overland mail

e route approved was a 
compromise. Starting at St. 


Louis and proceeding west on 
the railroad to Tipton, Mo., 
it ran southwest to Springfield, 
Mo.,‘and Fort Smith, Ark., then 
to El Paso. Passing. through 
Tucson, it went on to 
Francisco via Los Angeles. 

On Sept, 16, 1857, the con- 
tract was signed, and exactly 
one year later stages left si- 
multaneously from _ Tipton, 
headed west, and from San 
Franciseo, headed east. 

Operating regularly until the 
southern route was abandoned 
at the outbreak of the Civil 
War, the Butterfield stages 
nearly always completed the 
journey within the stipulated 
time. 


At first John Butterfield’s 
company carried letter mail 
exclusively, but newspapers 
and small packages were 
transported later. A _ strict 
rule prevented shipments of 
gold or silver, thus practical- 
ly eliminating holdups by 
highwaymen, On only one 
occasion was there any inter- 
ference by the Indians. 


From the outset, passenger 
service was available; but few 
people took advantage of the 
opportunity until the coaches 
had been in operation for sev- 
eral months. Twenty-five days 
of constant jolting over wash- 
board roads, mudholes, deserts 
and swollen streams were not 
likely to be anticipated pleas- 
antly by even the most ex- 
perienced traveler, and the 
available food was something 
to curdle a goat’s stomach, 

From St. Louis to San Fran- 
cisco, the fare was $200. Local 
or wayfare was 10 cents per 
mile for the distance traveled. 
Passengers were allowed 40 
pounds of luggage—the same, 
incidentally, as that allowed by

After the contract was 
awarded, the Butterfield Co. 
had a tremendous task ahead 
of it. The route had to be sur- 
veyed, roads built or improved,

ades. leveled, ferries and 
ridges constructed, wells dug, 

and the stations erected. But- 
terfield personally inspected 
much of the route, while 1800 
horses and mules were pur- 
chased, test runs made, a regu- 
lar schedule planned, and 
forage and food deposits. 
Orders were placed for 250 
regular coaches, special mail 
wagons, water wagons, harness 
sets, and accessories. 

These preliminary expenses 
alone mounted to nearly a mil- 
lion dollars, and a thousand or 
more employes were hired be- 
fore the start of the first mail. 

Two types of coaches were 
used, the Concord coach made 
at Concord, H., and the 
“celerity” wagon manufactured 
at Troy, N. Y. The former, a 
regular full-bodied coach, 
weighed 3000 pounds, cost ap- 
proximately $1400, and could 
accommodate six to nine pas- 
sengers inside and an unlimit- 
ed number on top. These stages 
were made of the finest white 
ash, oak, elm, and prime bass- 
wood. 

They were painted in bright 
colors, usually red, green or 
canary yellow. The wheels 
were heavy, with broad iron 
tires that would not sink in 
soft sand, and set wide enough 
apart—5 feet 2 inches—to keep 
the coach from tipping. The 
body, reinforced with iron, was 
swung on leather straps or 
thorough braces stitched 34% 
inches wide. The cab rocked 
back and forth as the coach 
bowled forward, the thorough 
braces serving as shock ab- 
sorbers. On the rougher sec- 
tions of the road, passengers 
and mail were shifted to the 
specially built celerity wagons. 

These were much like the 
regular coaches in appearance 
except for their smaller wheels 
and a frame top structure cov- 
ered with heavy duck. Also, 
they had three seats inside 
which could be adjusted to 
form a bed where passengers 
could sleep in relays. Heavy 
leather or duck curtains pro- 
tected the occupants from rain 
and cold. The interiors of 
both es were lined with 
russet leather, with cushions 
of the same material. Illumi- 
nation was furnished by wire- 
pattern candle lamps. 

Eventually, almost 200 sta- 
tions were erected along the 
routes. The stations were 
built of log, adobe or stone, de- 
pending upon the locality. Be- 
cause of the constant danger, 
Texas and Arizona stations 
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were fort-like stone and adobe 
structures, Four or five well- 
armed men tenanted each sta- 
tion, but in Indian country the 
personnel might be increased 
to as many as eight or 10. 
The vehicles were pulled by 
four to six horses or mules 
and rolled day and night. 


Their speed varied from 
four miles in rough country to 
spurts of 12 miles an hour over 
level stretches of prairies or 
down long, straight slopes. The 
drivers were proud of the time 
they made, and a-New York 
Herald reporter wrote feeling- 
ly of “bouncing—now on the 


hard seat, now against the 
= and now against the 
Meats, 


Each driver drove a 60-mile 
run, stopped for a few hours’ 
rest before taking the next 
opposite-bound coach back 
over the same stretch of road. 


Except for meal stops 
twice each day, the coaches 
lingered only 10 minutes at 
each station to obtain a 
fresh relay of horses or 
mules and to pick up and 
discharge mail sacks. The 
conductor sounded a bugle 
two or three miles from ‘the 
station, announcing the 
coach’s arrival, so that ev- 
erything was in readiness 
for a quick change. In 24 
hours the stage covered ap- 
proximately 120 miles, and 
after the first three or four 
days the passengers became 
inured to the discomfort of 
the hard seat, jolting road 
and insufferable dust. 


There is a record of only 
one attack by Indians which 
halted the mail along the 
southern route. It happened 
at Apache Pass, or Puerto del 
Dado, Ariz, early in Febru- 
ary 1861. At nearby Fort 
Buchanan, the commander 
had received word that 
Apaches had raided a beef 
contractor's cattle and had 
also abducted a young boy. 
Lt. George Bascom and 60 
men of the 7th Infantry were 
sent in pursuit, and in the 
Dragoon Mountains met Chief 
Cochise of the Chiricahau 
tribe, who insisted his tribe 
did not have the boy. Appar- 
ently Bascom did not believe 
the chief, and there was a 
brief fracas in which one 
Indian was killed and four 
taken prisoner. 

After Bascom and his men 
went on to Apache Pass, the 
Indians on Feb. 5 planned a

“Much, much later when your copy was turned over 
to the desk, you had time for a new set of torments: What 
the copy reader, the headline writer and even the type- 
setter would do to your precious creation—and where it 
would land in the paper.

IT WAS AFTER Elizabeth's 


marriage that the world’s news- 
papers took aim on Margaret. 
They described her clothes, no- 
ticed her lively 


looks and 
her beautiful blue eyes. She 
spent weekends at the country 
houses of titled persons, and 


passed many late hours in Lon- 


don’s night clubs. She had so. 
many escorts that she cost gos- 
sip columnists a good deal of 
energy trying to keep their 
names straight. They followed 
her to the night clubs and 
peeped under tables to see with 
whom she might be holding 
hands. With wedding bells still 
ringing in the public’s ears, 
every youthful Guards officer, 
every handsome young lord 
with whom Margaret danced 


twice, was publicized as a pos- 


sible husband for the young 
princess. 

In the days of her high-spir- * 
ited teens, her behavior in- 
evitably became a public issue. 
The pro-Margaret group, on a 
show of hands, would have won 
overwhelmingly. Her support- 
ers were the great, then social- 
ized, hard-working masses, To 
them the royal family has al- 
ways been an outlet. She sup- 
plied romance, color and girlish 
freshness to the then drab na- 
tional scene. 


The anti-Margaret faction 
was found in widely sepa- 
rated areas among the un- 
fashionable nonconformists. 
They grumbled about her 
late hours and dancing, or 
when she occasionally sipped 
a cocktail or smoked a cigar- 
ette. And there was a little 
grumbling among the rich, 
conservative High Anglicans, 
with their hereditary and 
vested interest in the throne. 
As one of them recalls, flinch- 
ing: “I was standing near the 
King and Queen at a Buck- 
ingham Palace garden party, 
a very sedate affair as you 
know, when there was the 
most awful noise a few yards 
away. It was Margaret, en- 
tertaining some friends with 
an imitation of Danny Kaye. 
Really!” 


There were even more frowns 
when, just ‘before her nine- 
teenth birthday, she danced the 
can-can before 300 guests at a 
private party at the American 
embassy. This, of course, was 
the sort of ineident that lent 
itself to newspaper distortion, 
particularly in the American 
press. 

It was really a very decorous 
affair. Her close friend, Shar- 
man Douglas, was giving a par- 
ty at her father’s residence in 
Prince’s Gate. Sharman wanted 
it to be a fancy dress affair. 
Margaret consulted her moth- 
er—as she always does. The 
Queen thought it would be fun. 

The midnight -cabaret was 
kept a close secret. There was 
an expectant hush as the lights 
went down. ‘Then, accompanied 
by Maurice Winnick’s band 
playing the can-can music orig- 
inally associated with the Paris 
Folies Bergere, eight pretty 
girls, their arms around each 
other’s shoulders, appeared in 
a well-drilled line, kicking their 
legs in perfect time—but only 
to very modest height. The 
audience, including Princess 
Elizabeth and Prince Philip, 
who had gone to the party as 
an upstairs maid and a waiter, 
went on applauding until a 
rather breathless encore was 
given. Margaret’s great-grand- 
father, Edward VII, would have 
enjoyed it, too. 

But if Princess Margaret in 
those days was a gay girl, there 
was also a serious side to her 
character. She was fully con- 
scious of her official responsi- 
bilities. 

It might have been thought 
that her public performances 
in pantomime or, in later days 
at private parties mimicking a 
star, would make it easier for 
her to face an audience. But 
Princess Margaret draws a dis- 
tinction between what she calls 
“make-believe” and the serious, 
dedicated side of her life. One 
is fun; the other real. For.the 
latter she is always desperately 
anxious not to disappoint those 
who have probably waited many 
hours to see and hear her. But 
even if she is nervous there is 
no trace of it in her face. She 
appears self-possessed and puts 
at ease everyone around her. 


“EQUERRY OF HONOR”—a 
pleasing phrase. It fitted Peter 
Townsend like a glove. The life 
of a court official is a very dif- 
ficult one. It is a curious pro- 
fession, usually followed . by 
men and women with whom it

is a family tradition. Most of 
the work is administrative, for 
it is.their job to see that the 
details and the general work- 
ings of any royal function run 
smoothly. They must tactfully 
smooth the way when royalty 
visits an industrial town or at- 
tends a state function. They 
must help with speeches, carry 
bouquets, encourage the diffi- 
dent, and discourage the over- 
attentive, and they must stay 
discreetly in the background. 
But most of all it is a personal 
relationship and there must be 
a genuine liking between royal- 
ty and courtier. 


At all this Peter Townsend 
Was a success. From the first 
he was getting on. well with the 
King, much better than many 
of the courtiers who had been 
in the Palace for years. 


Townsend is a vigorous or- 
ganizer too. His first duties at 
the Palace were merely liaison 
with the Air Force. With that 
critical eye that had won him 
respect if not always enthusi- 
asm at RAF stations, he started 
to get things done, working 
from a small bleak office off 
the “business” corridor on the 
Constitution Hill side of the 
Palace. 

The King soon appreciated 
the efficiency of his new equer- 
ry. And he appreciated, too, 
the comfort and balm the air- 
man could bring to a tired 
monarch. Once as Peter was 
called to the telephone, the 
King watched the slim figure 
in Air Force blue and said: 
“There is a man who can do 
things.” 

After the war, the King chose 
for Peter Townsend a Grace 
and Favor house in Windsor 
Great Park. It was the first 
home that Peter and his wife, 
Rosemary, ever had, but for all. 
its royal association, life for 
them was rather wearing there. 

I feel there was some signifi- 
cance in the King’s choosing a 
home for his equerry so near 
the Royal, Lodge, Windsor, 
where he ahd the Queen and

“HERE’S ONE of the most 
exciting bidding battles, fol- 
lowed by the most frustrating 
aftermath, I’ve ever been in- 
volved in,” writes F. William 
Lacey Jr. in presenting today’s 
hand.

How did the Duke of Edin- 
burgh and Townsend get along 
as individuals? 


When he was first married 
the Duke was glad of Peter's 
company. Peter by then was 
a confidant of the King. Edin- 
burgh could have few close 
companions and it was very 
convenient to have someone in 
the Palace to chat and joke 
with. 

When the Duke was com- 
pletely preoccupied with his 
ambition to fly, he sought 
Townsend out and often they 
would be seen waving their 
arms and hands in aerobatic 
mimicry.

This is 
done by bidding the suit which 
is the proper suit to show the 
number of aces you have, but 
by bidding it at the six-level 
instead of the five-level. If the 
opponents have bid, the four 
no-trumper can generally as- 
sume that partner’s void suit 
is the suit bid by the oppon- 
ents. 

Thus when North of today’s 
hand bids six clubs, South can 
place him with no aces because 
of the club bid, and with a void 
—probably in clubs—because 
of the bid at the six level. To 
show an ace in this situation 
over West’s five-club overcall, 
North would simply say five 
diamonds.

London Visit 
NEW YORK, April 14. 


WHEN I ARRIVED in London by plane from Paris, I 
was greeted with a request for an immediate radio inter- 
view. But I made the radio people wait so that I might 
greet the Duchess of Kent, who had just arrived at the air- 
port on her way to Germany. 

With the Duchess was her daughter and young son. 
The latter was my husband’s godchild and I had not seen 
him since he was a small boy. It was during the war and 
my husband asked me to bring to the boy in England a 
crate of oranges. 

In those days, oranges were precious fruit and a child, 

.- no matter what his status, rejoiced over eating one. 


Rationing has ended in Britain, as it has in 
Israel, but it remained in effect long enough so 
that the people speak of being free of it with a 
kind of relief that we, who thrust it aside so quick- 
ly, can hardly appreciate. 


Sir Arthur Willert, an old friend of myself and my 
husband, lunched with us our first day in London, and since 
the Queen already had kindly invited my granddaughter 
and me to tea while there, I took Nina that afternoon to 
sign the guest books at both Buckingham Palace and at 
the Queen Mother’s residence, though the Queen Mother 
was away in Scotland. 


Signing of the guest book is a courtesy which, 
I think, is more pleasant than the practice of leav- 
ing cards, as is done at the White House, It is 
much easier for the secretary to go through the 
book to find out who is in London than it is to 
go through the mass of visiting cards that are left 
at the White House. 


The rule at the White House, of course, is that anyone 
who leaves a visiting card is invited to a big tea party 
sometime during the winter season. In London the signing 
of the guest book is more an act of courtesy performed 
out of great respect for the royal family. 


On our London visit, we were given a special 
view of the changing of the guard at Buckingham 
Palace and visited the national gallery. Everyone 
in our group except myself saw the changing of 
the keys at the Tower of London and was thrilled 
by a special tour conducted by the Governor. Un- 
fortunately, I was unable to be with them, since I 
was speaking for Youth Aliyah that evening. 


I attended a book review luncheon, which was some- 
what like those we have in this country, because the Brit- 
ish edition of my book, “On My Own,” has just been pub- 
lished in England. 

In the weeks preceding my arrival, I had grown out 
of the habit of making speeches. But in London I found 
myself back in the harness with an interview on the Brit- 
ish television’s “Meet the Press,” a speech at a luncheon, 
one for Youth Aliyah and another for the Women’s Vol- 
untary Service. 

My only regret was that I did not have the opportu- 
nity of seeing Sir Winston Churchill. I was able to sre 
Mrs. Churchill, but Mr. Churchill haa just returned from 
vacation and our free time did not coincide.
